For example, 
Applicants remark that Conklin does not disclose "the customer specifications for a customized capital equipment product". The Examiner 
notes that Conklin does disclose the customer specifications for a customized capital equipment product. Conklin discloses samples of 
newly engineered components parts which may be critical for the buyer's company completion of its product (col. 13, lines 1-3); new 
system being built by a computer maker which may need power supplies or heat dissipation systems that are also new and unproven (col. 
13, lines 3-5); and engineers developing new computer systems which need to be able to test their prototypes with sample, new 
component parts to know the whole system will work (col. 13, lines 5-8). 

Such newly engineered component parts; new system being built by a computer maker which are new and unproven; and engineers 
developing new computer systems which need to be able to test their prototypes with sample, new component parts to know the whole 
system will work are considered customized capital equipment. 

Conklin further discloses a buyer (customer) searching for a new supplier over the internet which will meet the buyer's needs (col. 26, lines 
31-34), The process of buyers searching and evaluating enables prospective buyers to find companies and their products in the 
community (col. 1 9, lines 58-60). Conklin also discloses buyers sending out a request for proposals (RFP) to all or some of the seller's in 
the community (col. 20, lines 27-30). 

Such newly engineered component parts; new system being build by a computer maker which are new and unproven; engineers 
developing new computer systems which need to be able to test their prototypes with sample, new component parts to know the whole 
system will work; and the searching and evaluating process of buyers and buyers sending out a request for proposals are considered 
customer specifications for a customized capital equipment. 
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
